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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The following guidelines illustrate the proper content of the specification. 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters.

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following: 

The Background of the Invention does not contain proper subject matter. See 
description of the proper content of the Background of the Invention above. 

The Brief Description of the Invention (or Brief Summary) does not contain proper 
subject matter. The Brief Description should not refer to sales information such as price 
and store names. See description of the proper content of the Background of the 
Invention above. 

The Brief Description of the Drawings is improper, since each figure should be 
referred to and briefly described by figure number. Drawings 1,2,3, and 4 are referred 
to, however the Brief Description should provide a description of each of the figures, i.e. 
Fig. 1A, Fig. 1B, Fig. 1C, Fig. 1AB, etc. (through Fig. 3ABCD). See description of the 
proper content of the Brief Description of the Drawings above. 
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The Detailed Description is improper, since the structural details of the invention 
should be described with reference to the figures. The figures should include reference 
numerals indicating the important elements of the structure, and the Detailed 
Description should refer to these reference numerals and describe them. 

The specification is replete with grammatical, spelling, and punctuation errors. 
The specification should be revised carefully to correct such errors. Examples of these 
errors are: "What make my idea so unique, is that its safer", "Most babies fall asleep 
while feeding it would be easier to remove.the bib without waking the baby", "There little 
necks" etc. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The use of the trademark "Velcro" has been noted in this application. It should 
be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because: 

It is unclear whether the Replacement Sheet filed 8/20/07 is intended to replace 
all of the previous drawings sheets, or merely one of the previously filed sheets. 

The numbering of the figures is confusing. The numbering of various figures 
within one figure on the replacement sheet (see "fig. 1", "fig. 2" etc. on the Replacement 
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Sheet) is confusing. In the originally filed figures, there is a Fig. 1A, Fig. 1B, Fig. 1C, 
and then "Figure 1,AB" and "Figure 1.ABCD". The combination figure numbers "Figure 
1 ,AB", "Figure 1 ,ABCD", "Figure 2ABC" are confusing. Also, some figures appear to 
have more than one figure number (e.g. see label "Figure 2C 2ABC"). Each figure 
should have one figure number and the figures should be numbered in a clear manner. 

The drawings are also objected to because they should contain reference 
numerals indicating the important elements of the structure, and the Detailed 
Description should refer to these reference numerals and describe them. See patents 
cited for examples. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
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be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. Claims 4-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim must be one sentence 
only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim 4 recites "the front neck line" without antecedent basis. 

It is unclear in what manner claims 5 and 6 further limit the structure recited in 
claim 4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith et 
al (US 6,216,269). 
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Smith discloses a combination bib and shirt. The bib (24) is attachable to the 
shirt (14) by means of fasteners (32,20). The bib is easily attached and detached to the 
front neck line of the shirt as claimed. 

Response to Amendment 

8. Applicant's amendments are not fully in conformance with the proper 
requirements. Per 37 CFR 1 .121(c), the status of every claim must be indicated after its 
claim number by using one of the following identifiers in a parenthetical expression: 
(Original), (Currently amended), (Canceled), (Withdrawn), (Previously presented), 
(New), and (Not entered). Also, applicant should include a separate Remarks or 
Arguments section discussing the references applied against the claims, explaining how 
the claims avoid the references or distinguish from them. Taking into account pro se 
applicant's unfamiliarity with patent prosecution, and considering applicant's numerous 
bona fide attempts at providing a proper response, the amendment has been entered in 
order to further prosecution. Any response filed in the future should adhere to these 
requirements, however. Regarding applicant's general allegation of the novelty of her 
invention, the examiner contends that the structure recited in claims 4-6 is fully 
disclosed by Smith et al (6,216,269), as set forth in the above rejection.
